Germans Say Captain of British 
Ship Tried To Sink 
U-Boat 


(By Morning Batletian Leased Wire) 

BERLIN, Dee. 10.—The British 
steamer Caledonia was sunk by a Ger- 
man submarine on December 4, after 
she had tried to ram the undersea 
boat, it was officially announced today. 
Her captain was taken prisoner, 

The official statement reads: “The 
British passenger steamer Caledonia 
attempted on December 4 to ram a 
German submarine. The submarine, 
which was slightly damaged, fired a 
torpedo which sank the steamer, The 
commander of the steamer, Captain 
Blaikie, was made prisoner.” 

An announcement made at Lloyds in 
London on December 8 reported that 
the Anchor liner Caledonia was be- 
lieved to have been sunk. The Cale- 
donia, which was of 9,223 tons gross 
and 500 feet long had been for some 
time in the service of the British goy- 
ernment, She was built in Glasgow in 
1904,

LONDON, Dec. 10. In retaliation 
for the enemy's shelling of areas be. 
hind our front north of the Ancre, we 
bambarded heavily various points be- 
hind his line,” said the official report 
from British headquarters in France 
tonight “There was intermittent 
hostile shelling south of the Ancre.

English Contracts in the United 
States Not to be Renewed 
Says Flavelle

TORONTO, Dee. 9,—English shell 
contracts in the United States virtu 
ally all run out within six months 
and most of them within three 
months, after the first of the year, 
and will not be renewed, it was an- 
nounced here today by J. W. Flavelle, 
chairman of the imperial munitions 
board of Canada, This would in- 
crease Canada’s responsibilities in the 
future and Canadian munitions man- 
ufacturers will be expected to fulfil 
their contracts for 1917, he said, 

Mr, Flavelle has been abroad nine 
weeks consulting with the minister 
of munitions and his assistants and 
this announcement was accepted here 
as the message of Great Britain to 
the Dominion ° 
“Of course Britain will still continue 
to purchase copper, brass, steel and 
other raw matreials from the States,” 
he said, “but she wilf not purchase any 
more of the finished shells, The minis- 
ter considers that two irs probation 
is sufficient and will expect Canada to 
ful fill the promises she made for mu- 
nitions in 1917. In faet, it would be 
“a grave blunder if the contracts were 
not fulfilled. Canada is still behind 
with her deliveries,”

NEW YORK, Dee, 10-—"A heavily 
armed steamship, fitted with torpedo 
tubes, has been sighted about 600 
miles north of the Azores, in the mia- 
dle of the steamship lane, according to 
a wireless warning flashed tonight to 
merchant vessels of the entente allfes 
by a British or French crutser lying 
off Sandy Hook,” says an Associated 
Press news item. 

The message, which was sent first 
in English, then reported in Italian, 
sald:

Vessel well 
armed and fitted with torpedo tubea. 
Had one short, broad funnel and two 
masts. Steamer probably high speed, 
Take all precautions,”

MONTREAL, Dec. 10——A Halifax 
dispatch yesterday to the Star said: 

“Warning of a possible German sea 
reider hes been given allied shipping 
by British naval authorities here, in

ATTITUDE OF THE 
MAN ‘OF SCIENCE 
TOWARD RELIGION

This is Subject of Address at Uni- 
versity Yesterday by Dr. Hogg 
of Saskatoon 


ry 
The attitude of a man of science 


to- 
wards religion was discussed by Dr. I. 
Il. Hogg, of Saskatoon, before’ the 
University audience yesterday. Dr. 


Hogg, who is the professor of physics 
in the University of Saskatchewan, 
said that it was his purpose to speak 
from the point of view of science, in 
order to help those who were face to 
{face with the facts of science, He 
exhorted his hearers not to be in a 
hurry to settle everything on the basis 
of science. 

Quoting Pasteur, he pointed out 
that two great forces were contend- 
ing for supremacy; a law of blood and 
death, and a law of love and _ life. 
Sciencé does not ignore these facts, 
but true science seeks to help and save 
those who are victims of the ruthless- 
ness of nature. An interesting note 
Was struck when the speaker spoke at 
length on the effect of the “scientific 
method” upon the investigator. He 
claimed that it toned up the moral 
fibre as nothing else would do. The 
investigator feels that he is before the 
bar of truth. “If 1 am wrong here, 
truth will not suffer, but I will.” 

Dr. Hoge very earnestly pleaded that 
the same method should be applied in 
that “other great laboratory,’ the 
realm of the spiritual and moral, In 
both realms assumptions have to be 
made, and in the realm of the spiritual 
itis a perfectly safe and valid assump- 
tion that “things” are real, and worth 


while, The Bible is a great book, and 
a greater inspiration, because it ex- 
plains many facts in every.day  ex- 


perience. Some things we can afford 
to let go, but we can’t afford to set 
aside the message of the Bible. 
should be the same intensity, the same 
honesty, and the same reverence for 
truth in matters spiritual as in secien- 
tifie methods,

He 
cannot be a successful religious 
teacher unless he is a zealot. If 
the hope be that the teaching of
